I'VUE hELEASED. 


As soon as the tropedy was reported 


to Coroner Jones of Clinton, tbo county 
seat, he at once went to Weldon to hold 
an inquest, and foiind\lie body, of Dr 
Taylor in the postoflice whe're it bad 
fallen when the fatal shot was fired. He 
at once pummoned a jury and Pace him. 
self was tho main witness. He testified 
as to the shooting the same as repoit&tl 
n tho foregoing dispatch. There were 
no other witnesses to the shooting and 
nothing is known of it save what Pace 
snows about it, and that may not be as 
ho tells it.

Will Die—Almost a Riot 


on the Outside. 


BALTIMORE, Md,, Dec. 3d.—Twenty- 
hree persons were crushed and tram- 
iled to death, in a panic at Front-street 
heatre last night. 
Several others 


were injured, some of whom will, it is 
>elieved, die. 


The United Oriental Opera and Dra: 


matic Co., erf Boston, under the man- 
.g-einent of A. Schongold and Abra- 
mm Tivnsraau was billed to present 
he Jewish opera "Alexander," and the 
iheatcrwas filled with a motely throng. 
About 2,000 persons were in the 
louse when the orchestra begun play- 
ing1 the introductory. A strong odor 
of "• g~a:5 was noticed in the second 
gallery of the theater and o-ne of the 
attaches of the place was seen hunting1 
'or the leak with a. lighted torch. Sud- 
denly u jet of flame flashed out as the 
;orch came in contact with the punc- 
tured gas pipe. 


Cries of ''Fire!" wove heard in the 


upper g-alleries, a,nd in an instant the 
excitement became intense. Someone 
rushed'to the gas meter and turned oft' 
the supply, plunging the main liody of 
the house into darkness. The stage 
jets alone remained lighted, being- 
fed through another meter. Instead 
of allaying the excitement caused by 
the sheet of flame from the leaking- 
pipe, the turning off of the gas and 
consequent darkness only served to add 
to the confusion. 


The actors on the stage and a few 


cool heads in the audience added to the 
turmoil by shouting their commands to 


Sit down," and cursing- those who 


were most vigorous in their efforts to 
get out. 


The struggling moss of humanity 


made little or no headway for a few 
minutes; every aisle was congested, 
and every doorway jammed with the 
frantic Poles and Russian Jews- who 
mainly composed the gathering. 


The strong men in the rear of the 


panic-stricken mob climbed upon the 
shoulders of those in front, crushing 
the weaker men, women and children 
to the floor to be trampled to death by 
those still further in the rear. 


For several minutes the wild fight 


continued. 
Then a fow 
policemen 


forced a passagaway to the main en- 
trance and began 
dragging- forth 


those who were jammed in the doors. 
A rushing stream of humanity flowed 
out on Front street until all those who 
were able to move reached the open 
air. 


A majority of the victims were young- 


men, girls and children. They were 
tenderly carried to the front of the 
house and taken to the city hospital 
and the morgue as fast as the ambu- 
lances and patrol wagons could make 
the trips. Great crowds followed the 
ambulances and patrol wagons and 
stormed the entrances to the hospital 
and morgue in their anxiety to lenrn if 
their relatives or friends were among1 
the injured or dead. 


Twenty-three dead 
bodies were 


finally taken from the theater. Ten 
persons, rnore or less injured, are at 
the city hospital, und two of these 
ittiiy die.

On January ]i, 1812, an increase of 


the United States army was authorized 
by the congress 
On \pril 10, 1812, the

On Juno 1, 1812, the president, 


James Madison, sent to the congress his 
war message, and on June 19 war was 
declared by the United States against 
Great Britain

On July 12, 1812, Canada was invaded 


by an American aimy, and on \ugust 
13 the United Statos frigate Essex, cap 
tured the •Mert near Newfoundland 
Six days later the \mencan frigate Con 
Btitution captured the British frigate 
Guerners, and on October!, 1812, there 
was a land battle at Ogdensburg, where 
the ^mericnns, under Gen Brown 
re 


pulsed the British 


On June 13, 1813, the British invaders 


of American territory were repulsed at 
Hampton, Va , and on July 11, on the 
north border, the British were repulsed 
in the battle of Black Rock, N Y 
On 


September 10, 1813, the notable battle 
of Lake Erie between the naval forces 
of Great Britain and the United States 
took place, the American squadron con 
sisting of nine vessels with fifty four 


uns and the British squadron of si\ 


vessels wuh sixty three guns

naval forces and they won a substantial
